This is in response to Applicants' amendment filed October 1 , 2003. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 21 , the citation of "a control unit ... , utilizing said position detection unit 
on which the object is placed" on lines 6-9 is vague in its given context. In addition, the 
exact manner in which the "correction data" is obtained, by the control unit, has not 
been clearly defined. 

Claims 22 and 23 are indefinite because they include the indefiniteness of the 
claim on which they depend. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 



the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wakamoto et al 6,277,533. 

Wakamoto et al disclose a scanning exposure system and its method 
comprising: a stage unit (20, 21) on which an object (15) is to be placed and which 
moves the object; a position detecting unit (23, 25, 31 , 33) which detects a position of a 
surface of the object while the object is moved by the stage unit; and a control unit (12, 
13, 24) which obtains correction data from the detecting unit for correcting a detection 
result, wherein the position detecting unit is initialized for the detection on the basis of 
the position of the object to be moved. The position detecting unit includes image 
sensors, wherein the image sensors are initialized by refreshing or activating by the 
control unit. 

Claims 17-20 are allowable over the prior art of record.
